The dingy kitchen also looms

Cur­ 
tains will also be made to help 
improve the appearance of the 
zooms.

By doing much of the work 
themselves, the Juniors hope to 
have a large portion of the 
budgeted $1,000 left to invest 
in recreational material which 
will be permanent assets to the 
YMCA even in a new building.
